Maximum  Distribution  Rates 


U.    Mtf  ir^i'-AtNT  OF  AGftlCULTUfiE 


There  is  attached  a  schedule  shoeing  the  rates  of  distribution  which 
shall  be  used  in  allocating  commodities  to  the  various  -groups  eligiblft 
to  receive  them  under  the  War  Food  Administration's  Direct  Distribution 
operations.    Rates  have  been  established  only  for  those  commodities 
that  are  likely  to  be  available  and  this  list  T'ill  be  supplemented  if,: 
necessary, 

Golumji  1  indicates  the  maximum  amount  of  specific  commodities  that  may 
be  allocated  per  person  per  month  to  persons  in  institutions  or  receiv- 
ing welfare  assistance.     In  column  Z  is  snovm  the  m.aximum  quantity  of 
commodities  within  the  same  food  group  that  may  be  allocated  per  person 
during  any  month. 

Columns  3  and  4  shovr  the  same  information  for  children  receiving  lunches 
in  school  lunch  programs,  child  care  centers,  summer  camps,  etc.,  v-hich 
Is-  based  upon  the  serving  of  approximately  21  meals  per  month. 

Unless  otherwise  noted  in  the  Notice  of  Allocation  from^  the  l^ashington 
Office,  institutions  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  all  commodities. 

These  rates  have  been  reviewed  by  our  Food.  Needs  Division  as  being 
reasonable  for  use  in  a  balanced  diet. 

The  figures  are  maxima.     The  quantity    of  a  commodity  which  is  avail- 
able, local  supplies,  food  habits,  and  storage  facilities  available 
both  to  Distributing  Arencies  and  recipients,  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  in  allocating  comjuociiies.    Allocations  at  lo^^fer  than  the 
maximum  rate  should  be  made  in  those  instances  in  ir^hi  ch  siich  alloca- 
tions appear  warranted.     Increases  in  these  rates,  not  to  exceed  50 
percent,  may  be  made  at  the  discretion  of  the  Regional  Liri^ctor  provided 
that  (l)  it  is  found  that  there  will  be  no  interference  wj th  movement 
of  the  same  commodity  in  normal  trade  channels,  and  (2)  utilization  of 
the  increased  allocation  will  be  made.    The  Regional  Director  shall, 
when  rates  are  increased,  furnish  the  '.'ashington  Office  the  following 
information  (l)  the  name  of  the  commodity  (2)  the  revised  rate  of 


distribution  (3)  the  area  affected  by  the  increase  and  {A)  the  reason 
for  the  increase  in  the  rate  of  distribution.     In  no  case  shall  alloca- 
tions be  rns.de  in  an  amount  that  cannot  be  efficiently  utilized. 

Allocations  made  to  school  lunch  indemnity  canning  centers  or  to  other 
centers  that  can  I  FA  commodities  exclusively  for  school  lunches  may  be 
made  at  the  rate  shovm  on  the  attached  schedule  timsthe  number  of 
months  that  school  lunches  viill  be  served  during  the  next  year  (see 
School  Lunch  Inspection  Report  Form  FDA-725.) 

All  allocations  vith  the  exception  of  those  made  to  canning  centers 
for  processing  for  school  lunch  use  exclusively,  shall  be  made  on  the 
basis  of  use  rithin  a  thirty-day  period  unless  othen'^fise  stated  in  the 
Notice  of  Allocation,
